year a sale of 500 lbs., at from 15 to 16 
cts. per lb., was a good average per acre ; 
but when the worms are lens greedy, 
two bales are often picked off an acre. 
For me the pile of cotton seed had cu¬ 
rious revelations. The little flat seed has 
yet a very thin coating of lint, which 
gives it a clinging, oily feeling,like wool. 
They are sent in quantities to factories 
in New Orleans, whom the oil is pressed 
out, and the seod cuke which is left is 
sold as food for stock. England consumes 
it, and it is exported annually. Cotton

has capital and energy. You rarely find 
through this section, a Southerner who 
holds his estate and shows indications of 
pro«|>erifcy and thrift in the appearanco 
of his land and buildings. Adjoining 
tin* one I have mentioned was a com 
plete contrast; house closed, paint off 
and windows broken, sugar-house in ruins, 
and very poor cabins that wore occupied 
by a few negn»e 8 who were either too 
old or too lazy to work, or unlucky in 
finding it : the fields were grass-grown, 
hem nud them a few “panola" of ience, 
the whole just as it was left after the 
war. I had a curiosity to know more 
of the fallen fortune of the oneo wealthy 
owuer.

Friend Humphries :—It is seldom 
that anything occurs among us that I 
think of sufficient interest to communi¬ 
cate. I notice in the Independent, how¬ 
ever, from week to week, that the good 
people of Mexico are bestirring them¬ 
selves in the cause of temperance, and 
think, perhaps, you may therefore be in¬ 
terested in knowing how the same good 
cause progresses among us.

Last year’s defeat opened every body’s 
eyes to the fact that the only way to get 
victory is to deserve victory.

The election was to takeplace on Tues¬ 
day. So on the Friday evening preced¬ 
ing we held a rousing union meeting.

An Act to create a Board of Excise 
in the several towns of this State. 

The People of the fate of New York , 
represented in Senate and Assembly , do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. At the annual town meet¬ 
ings in the several towns in this state, 
held pext sftjer the pi>ssag© pf |his act, 
there shall he elected,' in the same manr 
ner as other town officers are elected, 
three Commissioners of Excise, who, 
while acting as such commissioners, shall 
not hold either of the offices of Super¬ 
visor, Justice of the Peace or Town 
Clerk, the office of President or Trustee 
of any incorporated village, and who shall 
compose tho Board of Excise of the 
respective towns, and discharge the duties 
imposed upon the Supervisor and Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace of towns, and the Presi¬ 
dent and Trustees in incorporated vil¬ 
lages thereof, by chap, one hundred and 
seventy-five of the laws of eighteen hun- 
dr§4 W*d |oyenty, and laws amendatory 
thereof and supplementary thereto, and 
shall be entitled to receive compensation 
at tlie rate of three dollars per day while 
in session as a Board of Excise, which 
shall be a town charge ; except in the 
counties where the moneys received by 
said board aro paid into the county 
treasury as hereinafter provided, when it 
shall bo a county charge. The Commis¬ 
sioners first elected under this act shall 
lje classified by lot, under the superin- 
jendepoe of the Supervisor, the Justice 
of the J?eaoe having the shortest term to 
serve, and tho Town Clerk or a ma¬ 
jority of such officers who shall meet at 
the office of the Town Clerk of their 
respective towns for such purpose, with¬ 
in ten days after such town meeting, and 
the persons drawing for one, two und 
three years shall serve for such terms 
respectively; and annually thereafter' 

sny cause, shall be filled by appointment 
bj the Supervisor and Justices of the 
Peace of said town, or a majority of 
them, until tho next annual town meet¬ 
ing when such vacancy shall be filled by 
election. 

§ 2. Tho said commissioners shall be 
voted for upon a separate ballot, which 
shall bo deposited in a separate box, ] 
marked ‘Excise,’ and before entering up¬ 
on the duties of their offices, shall take 
and subscribe the constitutional oath of 
office and file the same wiy* the town 
olerk, and shall execute a bond to tho su¬ 
pervisor thereof, to be approved by him 
in double the amount oi the excise mon¬ 
ey of tho preceding year, conditioned for 
paying over to him or his immediate suc¬ 
cessors in office, within thirty days after 
the receipt thereof, all moneys received 
by them as excise commissioners. Said 
money shall be disposed of as directed by 
the town board, except in those counties 
where the support of the poor is a coun¬ 
ty chai^, where suoh excise money shall 
be paid into the county treasury, subject 
to the control of the board of supervisors. 

§ 3. Nothing in this act shall affect 
the provisions of any special act in so fur 
as the same provides for any special dis¬ 
position of excise money or fines. 

§ 4. This act shall take effect imme¬ 
diately.

Monthly there appears an article on “The 
Defective Classes" from the pen of a 
gentleman of letters, who was recently 
placed in a position requiring the collec¬ 
tion of detailed and minute information 
respecting these classes. The end for 
which he occupied the office, being vir¬ 
tually reached, he foflnd himself in pos¬ 
session of a mass of facts and figures, 
seldom collected by iny one outside the 
profession, and withj true Christian phil¬ 
anthropy, he has resolved to do what he 
might for the amelioration of our defect¬ 
ives. Accordingly he has a second paper 
on the same subject in Harper's for May 
under the title of “An Open Letter to 
Governor John A. Dix." 

He says that the New Jersey Com¬ 
mission, after a careful investigation, and 
after making every deduction which the 
most jealous scrutiny could suggest, were 
forced to report that there is, according 
to their deliberate \ judgment, a total of 
2100 defectives of all classes in that 
State, against 98t> as reported in the 
census. In this total the deaf and dumb 
figure at five hundred. And he goes on 
to say that: “Tliete are no known condi¬ 
tions peculiar to i either which should 
causo the proportion of these unfortu¬ 
nates to vary matejrially in the two adja¬ 
cent States of New York and New 
Jersey; certainly there aro none which 
can give color to tho belief that, for any 
special reason, thej proportion of defect¬ 
ives in New Jersey is greater than in 
New York. Doubtless, if a similar in¬ 
vestigation were mado in New York, 
it would reveal that the proportion in 
each is nearly the same, and that the 
number of these classes is at least double 
that stated in the census. Assuming this

1 complished instructor. We tender our 
thanks to the professor for his politeness 
in sending us the report, and wish him 
much success in his sphere both as 
teacher and editor of the Annals. Owing 
to the judicious treatment and skillful 
nursing of the matrons, no death has oc¬ 
curred, nor has there been a serious case 
of sickness among the students and pu¬ 
pils during the past year. The institu¬ 
tion has had a total of 108 pupils, 60 of 
whom have been in the collegiate depart¬ 
ment, representing seventeen States and 
the District of Columbia, and 48 in the 
primary department. The course of in¬ 
struction at this institution embraces a 
very great number of text books, and 
pupils desirous of pursuing a collegiate 
course, have ample opportunities for se¬ 
lecting any particular branch of educa¬ 
tion in which they may wish to distin¬ 
guish themselves. The institution pos¬ 
sesses a good library which is accessible 
to the free use of all the students, and 
besides this, they may avail themselves 
of the use of plenty of volumes belong¬ 
ing to the government library. At the 
Commencement exercisee at the close of 
the school year, three students, who had 
gone through the entire course of studies 
in the Deaf-Mute College, received the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. The names 
of those three fortunate students are 
David S. Rogers, of South Carolina, 
Yolantine Holloway, of Indiana (now 
deceased), and David H. Carroll, of 
Ohio, each of whom delivered very able 
and effective orations at the occasion of 
their graduating. 

The total receipts of the Institution 
last year, from all sources for its sup¬ 
port, were $51,240.65. Total disburse¬ 
ment, $50,419.26; leaving a balance of 
$821.39 During the past year success 
lies atte nded the labors of the officers 
and teachers of the TnsfTfution in the 
various departments of instruction. The 
pupils have been diligent in their studies, 
and the general indications of the Colum¬ 
bia Institution for the present and future 
seem to point to prosperity.

Laura Bridgman. 


Miss Bridgman is now probably fifty- 
eight years old or more. .She is still 
with the Bloomfield family, with whom 
she has lived for perhaps the last thirty 
years, or since her departure from the 
American Asylum. The family have 
recently removed from the house where 
she has lived for so long a time, to a resi¬ 
dence at Bloomfield Centre, near the 
Congregational church. It will probably 
take Laura some time to become familiar 
with the (to her) unknown premises ; 
but she learns with surprising readiness 
when one reflects how completely she is 
isolated from the world of outward things. 

ises where she lived as readily as most 
persons who have the full use of their 
senses, and she can also distinguish in¬ 
stantly the different persons with whom 
she is brought in contact. Nearly half 
a century ago, when she was at. the asyl¬ 
um here, her powers of discrimination in 
this latter respect were such as to aston¬ 
ish people who went to see her. For 
instance, a party of ladies, strangers to 
her, called to see her at the asylum, and 
had their interview with her after they 
had taken off and hung up their shawls, 
bonnets, <kc. Ijaura (who has always 
possessed the sense of touch) went to each 
one of them, and felt of them. After sat¬ 
isfying her curiosity in this way, she 
went on with her usual work—for she 
could knit, and do many other things. 
When the ladies rose to depart, she went 
to the place where the) had hung up 
their ‘things,’ and, taking down each 
article separately, took it straight to its 
proper owner. What a fate is hers ! 
Here she has lived for nearly sixty years 
a life all isolated from the world around 
her. An interior world is hers, into which 
nothing that we know of light—the phy¬ 
sical light of the sun—can ever enter, 
nor any outward sound. Alike to her 
through all the years, the silence or mid¬ 
night or the cheerful sounds of daily life, 
the notes of birds, the voices of winds 
and leaves and falling waters, the power 
of music, the peal of thunder, the loving 
tones of the human voice. Silent her¬ 
self, she dwells in her own world of ab¬ 
solute silence. If, as some people believe, 
there are for her interior voices, she lias 
no means of apprising her friends of her 
experiences. We must accept the out¬ 
ward seemingthat to her,andsuch as she, 
the world is a world of darkness and of 
silence. What,*toa soul so imprisoned, 
must be the final awakening into the life 
of

which the consolations of religion assure to 
us, and whose “finer light in light" in¬ 
spires the loftiest strains of the poet 1 It 
was the case of just such an affliction-—thi>t 
of an interesting daughter of Dr. Coggs- 
well, of. Hartford, who, unlike her sis¬ 
ters, was “deaf, dumb and blind"—that 
interested philanthropies! people, nearly 
sixty years ago, in the beneficent educa¬ 
tional project of the American Asylum ; 
and it was of her, and her death, that 
Mrs. Sigourney, rising to the imagination 
of the final awakening and release of 
that imprisoned soul, attuned her harp 
to its lineststrain, in the poem beginning,

2,000 pupils of all classes 
would present themselves by the time 
suitable institutions joouW be provided, 
and says that an expenditure entirely 
within the abilities qf the State of New 
York, of $2,000,000 or about one sev¬ 
enth of the estimated cost of one build¬ 
ing, the new State cppitol, for brick or 
stone edifices so planned that they may 
be enlarged from tinle to time as neces¬ 
sity may require, and an annual outlay 
of $500,000 for maintenance and train¬ 
ing, would cover all the immediate dis¬ 
bursement that is necessary. 

In such an able article, one does not 
like to discover the i^ecessity of a change 
in the figures adduced. But the writer 
does not make allowance for the number 
of deaf-mutes that have been educated 
by the New York Institution during the 
past fifty years and Who are now, such 
of them as are alive, in the world, many 
in the State, taking cire of themselves. 
The same allowance sljonld be made for 
the blind, and in a less degree, for the 
feeble-minded. But eVen after these de¬ 
ductions, there still remains the glaring 
fact that there are living, and of school 
age, in the North Western and Central 
counties of New York, deaf-mutes who 
are denied the benefits of education. 
The New York Institution, large as It 
is, is practically full aijd could receive 
but few of the number, should its exist¬ 
ence be discovered and]they clamor to 
be taken jn. The New York Institution 
has nearly doubled in iize within the 
last ten years, and it is a notable fact 
that half or more than hjilf of its pupils 
residing in New York, iconic from the 
counties of New York, Kings, and the 
bordering ones of Queensj Suffolk, West¬ 
chester, and that the nfore Northern, 
Western and Central counties send little, 
some none at all. 

Taking the last reportlof the “Institu¬ 
tion for the Improved Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb," we find that out of 
the seventy-one pupils from the State, 
sixty-six come from the Lear vicinity, a 
cluster of bordering counties, while there 
are only five from counties anywhere 
remote.
